[Text] Pyongyang, 2 Dec (KCNA)--NODONG SINMUN on 1 December carried an article 
headlined “Worsening Economic Crisis of South Korea Under Military Administraticn." 


The signed article says: 


The South Korean economy is undergoing a serious crisis due to the flunkeyist treach- 
ery of the puppet clique and under the impact of the economic crisis sweeping the 
capitalist world. It has deepened still further, going to a hopeless extent, while 
the Chon Tu-hwan military gangster clique is knee-deep in readjusting and reinforc- 
ing the dictatorial system, massacring fellow countrymen, after grabbing power at the 
point of the bayonet. 


In South Korea production is on the downhill, recording a “minus growth” all the 
year round. The industrial production of South Korea dropped 8.3 per cent and 
the stockpile of goods increased by 36.7 per cent from January through to the end 
of September this year as against che same period of last year. Such thing had 
never been witnessed during the last 16 years. 


Noting that production is dropping still more due to the wholesale bankruptcy of 
the enterprises resulting from financial difficulties in all parts of South Korea, 
the article writes: Entering this year, more than 30 big enterprises including che 
"Tongmyong Timber Company" and the "Koryo Timber Company” have proved insolvent or 
are on the verge of bankruptcy and in June alone more than 690 minor enterprises 
closed the door or suspended operation. 


Saying that the South Korean economic crisis is assuming ever more serious dime sions 
owing to the sharp decrease of export and the increment of the trade deficit, the 
article points out: 


The trade gap added up to 4,013 million collars by the end of October and the deficit 
in the international payments will reportedly exceed 6,000 million dollars towards 
the end of the year. : 


The South Korean economy is saddled with foreign debts reaching somewhere about 
27,000 million dollars. 

















Noting that the rice harvest dropped 30 per cent in South Korea, even 50 per cent in 
some areas, below the negligible figure of last year, the article says: the food 
shortage in South Korea aggravates the crisis of the South Korean economy ae a 
whole. 


The serivuse economic crisie eweeping South Korea today ie driving the life of the

MINISTER PREDICTS 5-6 PERCENT ECONOMIC GROWTH IN 1981 
SK260148 Seoul HAPTONG in English 0131-GMT 26 Dec 80 


[Excerpt] Seoul, 26 Dec (HAPTONG)--The Korean economy will attain an annual economic 
growth of 5.4 per cent next year in real terms, Deputy Premier-Economic Planning 
Minister Sin Pyong-hyon predicted today. 


Although a minus growth of 5 per cent was marked in the Korean economy this year due 
to the prolonged recession and the poor harvests, the Korean economy will grow by 

5 to 6 per cent next year largely because of the anticipated favorable economic 
conditions at home and abroad, the nation's top economic planner said. 


Disclosing the government's economic management policy for next year, Minister Sin 
said that the national economy would be on the right track to record again a high 
economic growth beginning 1982. 


The government will place its economic policy emphasis next year on the improvement 
of the nation's international balance-of—payments position, price stabilization, 
promotion of economic growth potential, effective implementation of social development 
projects and the improvement of economic efficiency, Minister Sin revealed. 


The government will put 2,213.9 billion won (about 3,354 million dollars) in various 
public works next year, of which 59 per cent or 1,307.2 billion won(roughly 1,980 
million dollars) will be released during the first quarter of next year, he said. 


Major economic goals envisaged in the 1981 economic management plan were as follows: 


--The nation's Gross National Product (GNP) will reach 45,131 billion won (some 68.2 
billion dollars) next year at the current prices, up 5 to 6 per cent from this year. 


--Per capita GNP will rise from 940 dollars or 1,533 won this year to 1,163 dollars 
or 1,723 won next year. [Won figure as received) 


--The nation's population will grow from 38,195,000 persons this year to 38,806,000 
persons next year. 
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CURRENT ACCOUNTS MARK SURPLUS--Seoul, 4 Dec (HAPTONG)-—-South Korea yielded a surplus 
of 47 million dollars in ite current account last month, the Finance Ministry an- 
nounced today. The nation's merchandise exports last month amounted to 1,477 million 
dollars on a negotiation basis, up 15.8 per cent from the like month a year before, 
while imports last month came to 1,444 million dollars, up only 2.4 per cent from the 
same month a year earlier, thus leaving 33 million dollars in visible trade surplus. 
Export letters of credit received last month reached 1,438 million dollars, showing 
a rise of 38.6 per cent over the figure reported during the comparable month of 1979, 
ministry sources revealed. The sources furtherdisclosed that import licenses vali- 
dated last month recorded a rise of 12.3 per cent over the sum registered during the 
corresponding month last year. During the cited month, the nation also netted a 
surplus of 14 million dollars in its invisible trade largely because of increased 
foreign exchange earnings from overseas construction services, the sources said. 
Meanwhile, the sources said, the nation's foreign exchange holdings stood at 6,604 
million dollars as of the end of last month, an expansion of 198 million dollars 
from a month ago.

NOVEMBER'S NEW LOW TRADE DEFICIT--Seoul, 18 Dec (HAPTONG)--South Korea suffered a 
deficit of 170 million dollars in its visible trade last month, the lowest monthly 
level ever recorded this year, it was reported here today. In visible trade, South 
Korea's exports amounted to 1,510 million dollars last month against imports of 
1,680 million dollars, thus leaving 170 million dollars in a deficit. During the 
month, South Korea sustained a deficit of 51 million dollars in its tmvisible trade 
as foreign exchange receipts from invisible trade reached 477 million dollars against 
payments of 528 million dollars. As a result, a slight improvement was noted in the 
nation's current account deficit which dipped to 204 million dollars last month. 

The November current account deficit was compared with the average monthly deficit 
level of 330 million dollars reported during the January-October period of this year.

ECONOMIC BODY APPROVES FOREIGN LOANS--Seoul, 30 Dec (HAPTONG)--The foreign capital 
inducement deliberation committee of the Economic Planning Board (EPB) Monday ap- 
proved the introduction of foreign loans totaling 77,488,000 dollars. According to 
the EPB sources, the state-run Korea electric company will induce a 22.5 million 
dollar cash loan for various power projects. Included in the foreign loans approved 
by the committee were a 20 million dollar loan sought by Korea Development Lease Com- 
pany from a syndicate of seven foreign banks for the import of equiopment for 
leasing business, a 13 million dollar loan by Kukje Shipping Company of Korea from 
Sanwa Bank of Japan for the introduction of a 274,000-ton used freighter, and a 4.5 
million dollar loan by Korea Electronic Communication Company from Barclay Bank of 
Britain for the import of plant facilities needed for the manufacture of electronic 
switching systems, the sources added.

INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT INCREASES IN NOVEMBER--Seoul, 30 Dec (HAPTONG)--Industrial produc- 
tion in South Korea went up slightly by 0.2 per cent last month, according to tie 
Economic Planning Board (EPB) today. During the month, the manufacturing industry 
climbed by 0.3 per cent and the mining industry by 0.2 per cent. Producers ship- 
ments last month dipped by 1.0 per cent and inventory sotcks by 1.2 per cent, EPB 
sources said. A slight rise was noted last month in the output of transport equip- 
ment, textiles, industrial chemicals, nonferrous metal products and general machinery, 
while a decline was marked in production of foodstuffs and steel products, the 
sources disclosed.

FOREIGN CAPITAL INFLUX FIGURES--Seoul, 27 Nov (HAPTONG)--Foreign capital inflow into 
South Korea reached 4,148 million dollars in the first 10 months of this year on a 
commitment basis, according to the latest statistics of the Economic Planning Board 
(EPB) released today. The sum accounted for 66.8 per cent of this year's foreign 
capital attraction goal set at 6,020 million dollars. The 10-month total was made up 
of 2,311 million dollars in foreign public loans, 1,022 million dollars in foreign 
commercial loans, 717 million dollars in foreign bank loans and 98 million dollars in 
forign investments. This has brought the aggregate since 1959 to 28,066 million dol- 
lars also on a commitment basis. On an arrival basis, Korea's introduction of 
foreign capital during the first 10 motnhs of this year amounted to 2,816 million 








dollars--1,068 million dollare in foreign public loans, 1,171 million dollars in 
foreign commercial loans, 490 million dollars in foreign bank loans and 87 million 
dollars in foreign investments. The l0-month sum has also brought the total since 
1959 to 21,695 million dollars, of which 6,917 million dollars was in foreign pub- 
lic loans, 10,539 million dollars in foreign commercial loans, 3,153 million dollars 
in foreign bank loans and 1,086 million dollars in foreign investments.

RISE IN WHOLESALE PRICES ANNOUNCED--Seoul, 1 Dec (HAPTONG)--Wholesale prices in 
Korea went up by 1.5 percent last month, reflecting a rise of 38 percent since the 
beginning of this year, according to the Economic Planning Board (EPB) and the Bank 
of Korea (BOK) today. During the month, wholesale prices for foodstuffs advanced 
0.8 percent--0.3 percent for farm and fishery foods and 0.8 percent for processed 
foods. Wholesale prices for other items including manufactured good climbed by 1.8 
percent during the month. Consumer prices here also soared by 1.9 percent last 
month, representing an increase of W.1 percent since the beginning of this year. 
Consumer prices for foods climbed by 3.4 percent last month, showing a rise of 34.5 
percent since the beginning of this year.

[Text] The combat police personnel, whose main duties involve counter-infiltration 
and antiriot operations, will take the place of traffic police officers in major 
cities from next year, the Home Ministry announced yesterday. 


The replacement was decided on to remove “irregularities” often committed by traffic 
police officers while effectively utilizing the manpower of the combat police outside 
their original duties, the ministry announcement said. 


Service as combat police members susbetitutes for compulsory military service. 


A total of 874 police officers on traffic control service on the streets across the 
country will be replaced by combat police members from next year on a gradual basis, 
according to the ministry. 


Some 1,000 other traffic police officers who handle traffic affairs at police station 
offices, however, will not be affected by the policy, the ministry said. 


With a view to changing all traffic police officers working in Seoul, 409 in total, 
next year, as many combat police members are now being trained, the ministry 
said. 


The combat police members will be authorized to control traffic violators on the 
streets, but handling traffic accidents and legal procedures against traffic violators 
will still be managed by police officers working inside stations. 


Street traffic control can be assumed by combat police members as it does not require 
highly professional knowledge, ministry officials said. 


The ministry, which recruited an increased number of 3,925 combat police members 
this year, has decided to recruit another 10,000 young men for the combat police 
force next year.

or Abolished; Large Participation of Elite in Reforma") 


{Text} Three Guiding Principles by the Science and Technology Agency 


A great reform of the scientific and technological world seems to be on its way. 
Dr Yi Chong-o, who took office as the president of the Korean Science Academy and 
concurrently the director of the Korea Institute of Science and Technology (KIST) 
on 23 May and who had been promoting the joint management of both institutions, 
was appointed the director of the Science and Technology Agency in the cabinet 
reshuffling on 2 September. Thus he will be responsible for the entire science 
and technology administration. The Science and Technology Agency has recently put 
together three basic guiding principles to eliminate ailments of the science and 
technology sector which is rife with problems awaiting solution. 


These three principles consist of the following: 1) Reexamination of the science 

and technology policy and strategy, already formed by having a great number of the 

young elite participate. 2) Mergerand abolition of research institutes should be 
carried out after ample investigation; there institutions are being examined as part 
of the rationalization plan of research control and research institute management. 
3) Emphasis will be placed on the training of highly qualified scientists and tech- 
nical experts; and plans to fulfill this aim will be sought. To promote these 

principles, multiple studies and inquirdéesare now being made. 


An important reason the scientific and technological sector is presently criticized 
by some in the economic and academic circles is the doubt about how much the sci- 
entific and technical sector has actually contributed to the Korean economic develop- 
ment. 


Another negative factor is the fact that although 14 years have passed since the 
Science and Technology Agency was set up, to determine and coordinate science and 
technology policies, the Agency still has yet to formulated a clear policy on science 
and technology and strategic direction and vigorously promote them as national policy. 
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It has of course made efforts over the years to enhance science and technology, to 
train technical experts, to promote research institutes, to increase investment in 
research and development and to draw up plans for large-scale national policy re- 
search. These, however, still left room for discussion as to whether they were 
suited to the actual conditions of Korea. 


Here, the point made by Dr Y. Jacob, presently active as an expert on science and 
technotogy in the World Bank (International Bank for Reconstruction and Development) 
an. formerly a participant in science and technology polict making in Israel, is 
meaningful to the science and technology sector. 


In 1975 Dr Jacob, based on his experience in Israel, has suggested to abolish re- 
search development competitica among developing and developed countiies. He main- 
tains that each country should find its own field of expertise for which intensive 
effort should be made. He also analyzes that of the $60 billion of world research 
and development investment, $30 billion is invested in the United States, most of 
the rest by developed countries including Japan and the total tesearch and develop- 
ment investment by the developing countries sums up to only 1 percent. 


According to this explanation of Dr Jacob the research and development of Korea in 
its investment scale cannot possibly be compured with that of the developed countries, 
and a new scheme in policy- and strategy~making is due. 


Rationalization Attempted 


The technology level of Korea is said to be 1/166 of that of the United States and 
1/68 of that of Japan [sic]; the level of technical developmental capacity is 1/500 
of that of the United States and 1/150 of that of Japan. 


According to the Investigation Report on Industrial Technology (1979) made by the 
Korean Chamber of Commerce and the KIST: 1) most of the manufactured goods in Korea 
rely on low level technology, and 2) 60 percent of them still do not reach the tech- 
nology level of the advanced industrial nations. 


It is rather difficult, however, for each enterprise to solve these problems only 
by setting up research institutes. Research institutes should on the one hand 
strengthen technological weakness apparent in industry, andonthe other hand to 
concentrate on assimilating and improving the technology already introduced. The 
basic research should be emphasized in wniversity education. 


Technical development which directly contributes to the economic development is an 
urgent task, and rational policy development through a systematized science and 
technology policy is urged.

FIRST SPACE RADLO OBSERVATORY TO BE BUILT IN KYONGGI PROVINCE 
Tokyo THE TONG-IL ILBO in Japanese 10 Sep 80 p 2 


[Article: "“PFiret Space Radio Observatory To Be Built by National Astronomical 
Observatory in Yich'on County, Kyonggi Province") 


[Text] The first space radio observatory in the Republic of Korea has been sche- 
duled for construction, and is expected to contribute to the study of astronomy and 
the development of the electronics industry. 


According to the "Conatruction Project Plan for the Space Radio Observatory" pre- 
pared by the National Astronomical Observatory (Director: Dr Min Yong-ki), con- 
struction will take 3 years, from thie gonth to 1982, on a budget of $872 million. 
A site (3,000 p'yong) in Yich'on County, Kyonggi Province, has been chosen as the 
first choice for construction. 


The radio telescope to be set up in this observatory is a high-power, parabola 
telescope with a diameter of 25 a, the surface precision of 1 mm, and a directional 
accuracy within one thousandth of a degree, manufactured by E. Systems of the U.S. 


The receiving apparatus and the recording apparatus of this telescope function as 
one set; however, the intensity of radio waves from space is extremely faint, being 
only a quadrillionth of a watt, so that the receiver gust maintain extremely low 
temperatures, and the recorder uses a high performance computer of 500,000 bytes. 


When the Space Radio Observatory is completed, Korea will join the more than W 
nations of the world with radio observatories to explore the origins of the uni- 
verse. It will also receive and interpret information sent by satellites, thus 


opening up a new chapter in Korea's astronomy. 


Radio astronomy is a relatively young field of astronomy, started in 193] when a 
research scientist of U.S. Bell Laboratories, Karl Jansky, discovered that celes- 
tial bodies give off radio waves, and space observations were attempted later by 


using radio telescopes. 


There are various types of waves which celestial bodies give off, ranging from meter 
wave length in radio, to centimeter wave length in wireless communication, milli- 
meter wave length in infrared waves, X-rays, and gamma rays. 
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It ie aleo possible to use radio telescope to catch the. movements of satellites, 
to analyse and utilise information sent by them and to guide the « 
tronice industry. 


The site suitable for radio observatory must be « basin area surrounded by low 
mountains which ecreen out interfering terrestrial radio-signale from otmer areas 
and away from euch radio-wave originators as broadcasting and redar stations and 
free of passing airplanes. An official explains that the Yich'on region selected 
this time as the firet choice for the observatory construction site meets the fore~ 
going requirements better than any of the three other proposed sites, Ch'ongju, 
Okch'on and Chungwon, in North Ch'ung Ch'ong-Province. 


However, the successful construction of the observatory does not necesed@rily guar- 
antee absence of management difficulties. 


It is problematic to recruit a eufficient oumber of etaff members considered in- 
dispensable for the emoot!) ganagement of « radio observatory. In addition to over 
10 observation specialists, they include gore than 10 staff members with doctorate 
degrees in electric and electronic engineering, who will be in charge of super- 
vieing and maintaining the observational instruments. 


In order to solve such difficulty Dr Mam proposes joint management with « national 
university. Dr Min emphasizes that “by incorporating staff members from both the 
observatory and members of astronomy, electrical and electronic engineering depart- 
ments of university, a staff large enough to run the radio observatory could be 
assembled. University etudents may also have an opportunity to participate.”

INDUSTRY, ENERGY DEVELOPMENTS OUTLINED 
Light Industry Committee Abolished 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese Vol 7 No 72, Jul-Aug 80 pp 32-33 


[Text] Elimination of the Light industry Committee is indicated by the 
following three articles reported in NODONG SINMUN between June and August: 
(a) an article of 13 June which first reported the existence of the "Minis- 
try of Textile Industry"; (b) an article of 8 July which first reported the 
existence of the "Ministry of Local Industry"; and (c) an article of 2 August 
which first reported the existence of the "Ministry of Food and Daily 
Necessities Industry." 


The Light Industry Committee was an administrative organ of the State Adminis- 
tration Council established by the first session of the Sixth Supreme People's 
Assembly which met in December 1977. It comprised two general bureaus (Textile 
Industry; Food and Daily Necessities Industry), four bureaus (Knitting Industry 
Administration; Local Industry Guidance; Purchasing; Commodity Exports) and one 
Office (Integration). The Ministry of Textile Industry mentioned in article 

(a) has the same name as the General Bureau of Textile Industry under the Light 
Industry Committee. It also revealed in article (a) that a Knitting Administra- 
tion Bureau has been set up under the Ministry of Textile Industry, so the area 
of responsibility of the Ministry of Textile Industry is the same as that of the 
Light Industry Committee. Thus, because they have the same name and the same 
area of responsibility, and because under administrative theory two administra- 
tive organs do not have jurisdiction over a single area of responsibility, the 
Ministry of Textile Industry is an organization created through reorganization 
and renaming of the General Bureau of Textile of the Ministry of Light Industry. 
Similar thinking can be applied to the Ministry of Local Industry in article (b) 
and the Ministry of Food and Daily Necessities Industry is the General Bureau 
of Food and Daily Necessities Industry of the Light Industry Committee. 


In addition to the existence of the Ministry of Local Industry, article (b) 
reported that the Integrated Planning Bureau was established under the 
Ministry of Local Industry, and that the Director of that Bureau is Ch'oe 
Kil-ch'on. This Ch'oe is the person listed as the head of the Integration 
Office of the Light Industry Committee, so it is safe to assume the Integration 
Office is the predecessor of the Integrated Planning bureau. 




















The points just stated are shown in the diagram below. Thus, of the two genral 
bureaus, four bureaus and one office under the Light Industry committee, two 
general bureaus, two bureaus and the office have been reorganized and renamed as 
independent @inistries under the State Administration Council--the Ministry of 
Spinning Industry, the Ministry of Local Industry, and the Ministry of Food and 
Daily Necessities Industry.

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Electric Locomotives 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese Vol 7 No 72, Jul-Aug 80 pp 47-48 
[Text] North Korea Produces Eight-Shaft Electric Locomotive Red Flag No 6 


The NODONG SINMUN of 20 June reported that the Kim Chongt'ae Electric Locomo- 
tive Plant had produced the eight-axle electric locomotive "Red Flag No 6" for 
use on steep grades. According to the newspaper this engine has 1.5 times the 
tractive force of the “Red Flag" (six-axle) electric locomotives. 


State of Electric Locomotives in North Korea 


North Korea has had four types of electric locomotives (for railroads), of 
which two types are imported. The other two types are produced domestically 
in the plant mentioned above. Domestically produced eiectric locomotives are 
givea the name "Red Flag." One type is the six-axle electric locomotive first 
preduced in 1961, and the other is a four-axle locomotive first produced in 
1969. (See KITA CHOSEN KENKYU No 57 p 40 for photographs and other detailed 
data.) The tractive power of the later is poor but, having four axles, it can 
be used in mountainous areas. 


Significance of “Red Flag No 6" 


Judging from photographs (see photo A), Red Flag No 6 does have eight axles, 
but it is a coupling of two units. That is, there is not one unit with eight 
axles, but rather two connected units of four axles each. A single unit of 
eight axles could not, of course, be used on the sharp curves of mountainous 
areas. The coupling of two four-axle units permits use on sharp curves. This 
photograph substantiates the newspaper's rep» . that the Red Flag No 6 was 
developed for use on steep grades. It can therefore be said that the Red Flag 
No 6 was produced for the purpose of overcoming the problem of poor tractive 
power which was a weak point of the four-axle electric locomotive "Red Flag," 
which was also developed for steep grades. 


Background for Development of the Red Flag No 6 


Electrification of North Korea's railroads has moved from the level areas and 
is now concentrated in the mountainous areas. As electrification of the rail- 
roads has progressed it has naturally become all the more necessary to have 
electric locomotives for use in the mountains. As stated above, the domestic- 
ally produced four-axle Red Flag electric locomotive used in mountainous areas 
has poor tractive power and cannot pull large amounts of freight at one time. 
Thus a scene of transport on the Paektu Ch'ongnyon Line (between Kilchu and 
Hyesan) opened in September 1978 (see photo B) shows two four-axle Red Flag 
electric locomotives running connected. However, following the completion of 
this electrification it was revealed (in the 29 Mar 79 NODONG SINMUN) that in 
March 1979 the Supreme People's Assembly planned to send one six-axle Red Flag 
electric locomotive remodeled for mountain use to the Paektu Ch'ongnyon Line 
and 10 others to other lines. (Note: Since MINJU CHOSON on 27 November 1979 




















made it clear that Red Flag 5158 was operating on the Paektu Ch'ongnyon Line, 
it is assumed to be the remodeled electric locomotive.) This indicates a 
shortage of electric locomotives for use in mountainous areas. Thus it can 

be said that necessity is the mother of Red Flag No 6. Red Flag No 6 is, 
however, similar to the two connected four-axle Red Flag electric locomotives 
seen in photo B. If that is the case, it should be enough to increase produc- 
tion of four-axle electric locomotives. However, this electric locomotive was 
developed through North Korea's own efforts and soon after development, proJuc- 
tion was suspended because of defective units. Thus production cannot be in- 
creased. A substitute for it was developed next. (HWABO, 29 May 1977) it is 
clear from research materials of that time that the unit was divided into two 
parts and that no power was applied to the foremost and rearmost wheels. Then 
in April 1979 the electric locomotive "Mangyongdae" was produced at the Kim 
Chongt'ae plant. (KITA CHOSEN NO KOGYO, Vol I, p 62 rev) No photographs or 
descriptions of the "Mangyongdae" were reported in North Korean media so the 
details are unknown, but in view of the aforementioned it is supposed the unit 
was divided into two parts. Since the present “Red Flag No 6" is a coupling of 
two electric locomotives, the idea is the same as that of a unit divided into 
two parts. Consequently production of the new electric locomotive is planned 
in line with the basic policy of a "un t divided into two parts." But because 
the Mangyongdae and the Red Flag No 6 have different names, it is thought that 
the Mangyangdae was defective and was ot officially adopted, and that the Red 
Flag No 6 is an improvement based on tlie Mangyongdae. It can hardly be said, 
however, that adequate time or money has been used in developing the Red Flag 
No 6; ultimateiy it is mere pretense, and it is inconceivable that there will 
be further production. 


The construction of this Red Flag No 6, simply stated, has each of the eight 
axle independent to facilitate turning curves; ea curns freely on a pin at 
its center. Wear of rail and wheel is reduced by °‘s means. Because the play 
is too great in the locomotive 5158 mentioned in t..« nete, it tends to cause 
derailments. No derailments have been reported, but such incidents are con- 
ceivable, and that is seen as accelerating the development of the Red Flag No 6. 


Mirim Lockgate Power Plant 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese Vol 7 No 72, Jul-Aug 80 pp 53-55 
[Text] During the fourth session of the Sixth Supreme People's Assembly which 
met 3 March 1980 it was revealed that the Mirim Lockgate Power Plant was under 
construction and that the construction of the Namgang Power Plant is being 


planned. 


Significance of the Mirim Lockgate Power Plant 


Since the oil shock North Korea has increased efforts to construct small and 
medium-scale power plants, and has been particularly active in constructing 
energy-conserving power plants which make use of tidal energy and waterways. 
Thus the Taean Tidal Power Plant, a test plant, has been constructed in the 











Taean area of Namp'o-Taean. (See KITA CHOSEN KENKYU, No 63, p 21.) In addi- 
tion, a tidal power plant (160 megawact output) is planned for Unyul in South 
Hwanghae Province. Al. together some four special power plants using tidal 
energy or waterways are under construction or in planning. (See fig 2) Thus 
the Mirim Lockgate Power Plant was constructed as part of a series of energy 
conservation measures. 


Mirim Lockgate Power Plant System 


The Mirim Lockgate Power Plant is constructed across the Taedong River which 
flows through Mirim in the Sadong District of Pyongyang about north latitude 
39° 2°. (see fig 1) As shown in the photograph, there are about 13 lockgates 
which create a drop of about 5 meters. The lockgate is topped by a two-lane 
road which enables automobile traffic between Mirim and the Taesong District 
on the opposite bank. The lockgates can be easily opened and closed for high 
tides, low tides and floods. On the Mirim side of the lockgate bridge is a 
water course for the waters of the Taedong River face a 5 meter drop at the 
lockgate; the plan is to use this water to generate electricity. The output 
of a power plant of this size is expected to be no more than 1 megawatt, the 
same as the Taean Tidal Power Plant.

According to the 3 July 1980 iesue of NODONG SINMUN, this power plant was con- 
atructed by 4 People's Army unit. The paper revealed eleewhere that Sin Chung- 
gil, Kwak Song-tok and Yi Kwang-nok had responsibility for a “unit” which took 
part in the construction. We have not been able to ascertain what this “unit” 
ie, but in any case it is thought that the conetruction was carried out by an 
engineering unit (battalion class) of the People's Army. 


Namgang Power Plant 


The naw of the Nampang Power Plant indicates that it crosses the Namgang 
River woich flows into the Taedong River from the left just upstream of Miri. 
It ie etill on the drawing boards, and as of 10 Auguat there had been no re- 
porte of this plant.

{Text} Pyongyang, 30 Dec (KCNA)--A gigantic thermal power plant is taking shape at 
fast pace in Chongjin, a northern port city on the east coast of the country. 


This thermal power plant will supply eufficient electric power to the metallurgical 
establishments in the northern region such as the Kim Cheek iron and steel works and 
the Musan mine and to the chemical, machine-building and mining industrial estab- 
lishments there and greatly contribute to introducing a central heating system for 
dveiling houses in Chongjin. 


Meanwhile, the Pukchange thermal power plant with a capacity of 1.2 million kw is 
being expanded. In a little more than one gsonth, the constructors carried out a 
vast-scale excavation for groundwork, concrete tamping and assembling of prefab parts 
and are creating a high speed in the construction project on the gound and assemb) ing 
of steel structures. 


Many power stations have cropped up in Korea over the last one year since the 
19th plenary meeting of the Fifth Central Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
which set forth tasks for building dame across rivers and erecting many hydropower 
stations. 


The large-scale Taedonggang power station No 1 which had been under construction was 
commissioned and many small- and medium-size hydropower stations have taken shape. 


This year North Pyongan Province started the construction of power stations of 15 
more than had been planned and has already put into operation more than 10 of then. 
In Chagang Province gore than 20 small and medium power stations were put under con- 
struction, some of which have already been commissioned. In Paekam County, Yanggang 
Province, 7 of the 8 projects of emall and sedium power stations which started this 
year have been completed. The county plans to build 20 power stations of this cate- 


gory by 1982. 


A number of small and medium power stations are under construction in other provinces 
including north and south Hwanghae provinces. Korea with its fairly abundant power 
resources pl.e to build hydraulic, thermal, atomic, tidal and sluice-gate power 
stations on a large scale to hit the target of 100,000 million kwh of electricity 

in the 1980's.

PROSPECTS FOR MINERAL RESOURCE EXPLORATION DISCUSSED 


Pyongyang NODONG SINMUN in Korean 21 Sep 80 p 4 
[Article by Kim Sok-t'ae: “New Exploration Prospects for Mineral Resources") 


[Text] Thanks to the wise guidance and great concern of the great leader, 
Comrade Kim Iil-song, geological exploration in our country has been extended 
not only to overground and underground but aleo to the seas. It is thus mak- 
ing great contributions to the self-sufficient national economic construction 


of the nation. 


The great leader, Comrade Kies Il-song, taught ue as follows: “Our country is 
@ maritime nation surrounded by seas on ite three sides. It is «a proud and 

rewarding duty of our people who live in « maritime nation, particularly of those 
who live near the sea coast, to conquer the vast seas and to develop the abun- 


dant resources of the seas.” 


It ie an extremely rewarding task for our people who live in « maritime nation 
to conquer the seas and to actively develop and utilize inexhaustible mineral 


resources under the sea. 


Today the development and utilization of @ineral resources under the sea is 
posed as an important problem. It is related to the fact that the worldwide 
demands for raw gaterials and fuel resources are increasing every day due to 


the rapid development of the economy. 


According to data available during the 1950-1975 period the worldwide demand 
for iron resources was increased by gore than three times, for copper by more 
than five times, and for nickel by gore than four times. The demands for other 
metals as well are being daily increased. 


Now, underground mineral resources are distributed with a certain natural lav. 
It is not that they are found everywhere in inexhaustible quantities. 


In many countries once large-scale mines have been closed down or have been 
depleted. Moreover, also the grades of ores excavated at mines are not basic- 
ally better than before. As an example, in the case of copper resources, only 
50 years ago ores with a high grade of about 5 percent were excavated, but ores 
excavated now are of lower grades. 














On the other hand, a8 resources in land have been developed for a long time, 
the possibility of discovering new resources of larger scales than today's 
has become relatively omall. 


Needless to say, given the condition that geology and exploration means have 
been highly modernized and developed, exploration is being carried out in deeper 
underground strata and in uninhabited places. But in terms of investment, time, 


and economic efficacy conditions for their utilization are calculated to be more 
difficult. 


For this reason scientists are concentrating their research on developing and 
utilizing solar energy which can replace mineral resources, particularly 
fossil fuel resources. 


Together with it, we have built up great expectations on many sea mineral re- 
sources in incalculable quantities in the vast space, although they have not 
been explored yet. 


The seas cover 71 percent of the surface area of the earth. 


Therefore, the mineral resources of the seas must be estimated to be several 
times more than those of land. If we add to these metals melted in sea water 
and salts, all these resources are estimated to be of vast quantities. 


Today many scientists call sea water a “liquified mineral." 
Sea water contains about 80 different chemical elements. 


Scientists have calculated that 1,000 tons of sea water contains 23 tons of 
sait, 4 tone of sulfate soda, and other types of salt and elements. 


There are many large-scale salt pans on our west coast. Many products, includ- 
ing salt and brine, are made there. 


Today sea water is the source of salt, bittern, potassium, bromine, and iodine. 
As a practical example, the average quantity of bromine contained in sea water 
is 65 grams per ton of sea water. It is equivalent to more than 10 times the 
bromine found in the crust of the earth. Throughout the world 70 percent of 
the annual production of bromine is derived from sea water. 


Undersea resources are classified into several categories according to the 
characteristics of their deposit and position. But for the sake of convenience 
they can be divided into coastal mineral resources, continental shelf mineral 
resources, and deep sea mineral resources. 


Coastal mineral resources are produced through the process of rocks being 
crushed and transported by the constant movement of waves and currents, and 
then being piled up at certain places. Minerals are sorted in water according 
to epecific gravity, size, and form. Magnetic iron ore, zircon ore, garnet, 
rutile ore, and tin ore are someof them. As these minerals are found in the 











atill unsolidified sand of the sea, they are also called sea drift sand minerale. 
Sea drift sand minerals are related in many ways to the geology of land. For 
instance, where igneous rocks, metamorphic rocks, and others are transported 

and weathered are found magnetic iron ore and titanium ore. Also garnet, silli- 
manate, and staurolite, and other hardened minerals are accumulated, and in 
certain areas tin ore and diamonds are also found. Natural gold with a speci- 
fic gravity of as much as 19 is transported in a small plate form along the 
river flow to the sea to form sand gold plates. Also veins of gold from 

beaches and islands are weathered and sunk to the bottom of nearby seas. 


All these sea drift sand minerals are being excavated as precious resources 
to be used in modern industries and technical development. 


In continental shelves are deposited many fossil fuel resources. 


Generally, a sea bed lying along the periphery of land, less than 200 meters 
deep with a gentle slope, is called a continental shelf. The composition of 
the crust of the continental shelf is similar to that of land so that mineral 
resources buried in the continental shelf are the same as those in land. 


The area of the continental shelves is as much as 5.5 percent of the entire 
area of the earth. This vast region has been formed by the accumulation of the 
alluvial strata over a long geological period. In it are found large quantities 
of crude oil and other natural gas and coal resources. 


According to data available, during the 1 year period of 1977, 33 percent of 
the world's crude oil was extracted from the continental shelf. It is 
reported that in the year 2000, 50 percent of the petroleum production of the 
world will be crude oil from the continental shelf. 


Even at the bottom of the sea, such as the Pacific, which is more than 3,000 
meters deep, blocks of iron and manganese are found in unlimited quantities. 
These blocks contain high-grade manganese, nickel, cobalt and others. 


Highly developed scientific technology not only makes it possible to investi- 
gate and secure sea minerals, but also prepares a technological basis for re- 
solving many difficult problems posed in development. 


In our seas are found many and diverse mineral resources in abundance, and 
the prospects for their development are extremely good. 


The great leader has regarded the exploration of underground resources as the 
first process of industry, and has proposed a chuche policy for geological ex- 
ploration. He has provided the geological exploration sector with numerous 
exploration facilities and physical exploration equipment, and exploration 
vessels. Thanks to his profo cern, our geological exploration workers 
are now able to explore and movi -<e large quantities of resources in the air, 
in the sea, and under the ground. 








On our east and west coasts are found many extremely large-scale drift sand 
resources. 


In the Kumip'o, Monggump'o, Koamp'o, and Paekch'on areas on our west coast and 
in the Nahung area on our east coast is found good-quality silica sand in un- 
limited quantities. Silica sand from these areas is being extracted as a raw 
material for glass manufacturing. Because of the uniform granular size of 

the silica sand from these areas it is well known throughout the world. It is 
now being used in the manufacturing of optical lenses, eyeglasses, and high- 
quality glass. 


A characteristic of drift sand mineral resources is that once they are exca~- 
vated, similar quantities pile up again after a certain period of time. 


Thus as a matter of fact, in mineral resources we have an advantage of contin- 
uous excavation. 


If we are to use silica sand gained by excavating strongly hardened silica rocks 
and by crushing and processing them to use them as a raw material at a glass 
plant, labor and materials needed for it would be several times more compared 
to the use of silica sand from the beaches. 


Besides this, coastal silica sand is preciausly used not only as a construc- 
tion material but also as sand for casting. Ballstone, a very useful decora- 
tive material for buildings from the Iwon area, is in a similar situation. 


Also as sea drift sand material resources are mentioned garnet which is known 
as a good-quality grinding material, sand gold, sand iron, tin ore, and 
zircon ore, 


In addition, we have achieved valuable successes in the task of producing 
various salts, including common salt, and extracting various elements, from 
sea water. We expect that in the future we will produce them on a larger scale. 


Future prospects for the mineral resources of the continental shelf are more 
promising. 


On our east, west, and south coasts are formed large continental shelves. 
In them are deposited various mineral resources in inexhaustible quantities. 


Truly, the problem of developing and utilizing sea mineral resources in our 
country surrounded by seas on its three sides is not only a responsible task 
of our era but also a heritage to be handed down to future new generations. 


Scientists and technicians in various scientific fields must highly uphold the 
programmatic instructions of the great leader, emulate the models of the hidden 
heroes. Moreover, they must resolve scientific technological problems with the 
spirit of self-reliance and sturdy struggle. They must further strengthen co- 
operative research so as to satisfactorily resolve with foresight the problem 
of land mineral resources and sea minerals to meet the demand for transforming 
the people's economy in the chuche style.

DPRK CHEMICAL INDUSTRY MAKES RAPID PROGRESS

[Text] Pyongyang, 23 Dec (KCNA)—The chemical industry of the Democratic People's 
Republic of Korea is making a fast progress today. 


The orlon, polyethylene and phosphatic fercilizer industries and many other new do- 
mains have been founded and the existing chemical industrial centres readjusted and 
reinforced to lift our chemical industry to a level where it can fully meet the in- 
creasing demands of the national economy for diverse chemical products. 


The six-year plan period witnessed the cropping up of new chemical fertilizer fac- 
tories including a modernly-equipped urea fertilizer factory large in scale. During 
the first two years of the six-year plan a production capacity of over one million 
tons of phosphatic fertilizer relying on home resources was created. As a result, 
the target of 3 million tons of chemical fertilizers was hit ahead of schedule in 
1975 and its qualitative composition was markedly improved. In recent years fol- 
lowing the start of the second seven-year plan, the annual output of chemical ferti- 
lizers and agricultural chemicals grew at a fast rate to bring the application of 
chemical fertilizers per hectare of paddy and nonrpaddy fields up to 1.5 tons: and 
the paddy area of weeding by chemical means up to 97 percent of the total. 


In the six-year plan period the chemical fibre and synthetic resin productionbases 
were readjusted and reinforced and the production capacity of vinalon and vinyl 
chloride roee to 50,000 tons each. The output of staple fibre and rayon also rose 
noticeably. 


Oil refineries were built on the eastern and western regions of the country and new 
lafge-scale petrochemical centres took shape. 


The six-year plan period saw a 2.3-fold jump in the production of medicaments. 


Today the nation's chemical industry turns out thousands of kinds of products in- 
cluding largely needed main chemical products, basic chemicals and catalyzers. 


The support of chemical industry to light industry, agriculture, building materials 
industry and other branches and its links with them have been strengthened and a 
proper balance among them has been ensured. 
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Bright is the prospect of the development of the chemical industry. 


When the second seven-year plan is carried owt, our country will reach a new higher 
stage in the realization of overall chemicalization. 


In this period the output of chemical fibre will jump 1.8 times and synthetic resin 
two times. The output of chemical fertilizers and agricultural chemicals will also 
grow by leaps and bounds.

[Text] Pyongyang, 18 Dec (KCNA)--The Korean fishermen who have entered into the 
winter fishing operations are making a big haul these days, raising fish catch enter- 
ing December over 1.3 times ae against the same period last year. In particular, 

the Wonean Fishery Station caught in the first half of this sonth four times as auch 
fish as in the life period of last year. 


The country's fishing industry has made a big stride over the past ten years. Many 
fishing ports on the East Coast have been reconstructed on an expansion basis and 
more than ten new fishing bases built near fishing grounde of the West Sea.

PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS FOR GENETIC ENGINEERING TO BE SOUGHT 
Pyongyang NODONG SINMUN in Korean 26 Oct 80 p 5 
[Article by Kang Won-ho: "Genetic Engineering and Its Prospects") 


[Text] Under today's conditions in which science and technology are advancing 
rapidly, the honorable task confronting our scientists is the task of bolster- 
ing the chucheization, modernization and scientification of the people's 
economy, on one hand by opening up new scientific fields, and on the other, 

by further intensifying research, in order that the latest science and 
technology be broadly applied. 


The great Comrade Kim Il-song instructed in the report of the Sixth Party 
Congress as folle ss: 


"In order to open up new scientific fields and to have the fruits of the 
newest science and technology broadly applied in the people's economy, we 
must perform research with a view to the future. We will have to put our 
strength into bringing about the advancement of cytologic engineering, 
genetic engineering, ultra-high pressure physics, and cryogenic physics; 
into the development of new energy forms such as nuclear energy and solar 
energy; into deep research into lasers and plasma; and into bringing about 
their wide utilization in the people's economy.” 


The great leader has, by his perceptive analysis of the present era's trends 
in scientific advancement, presented wise principles for the development of 
cytologic engineering and genetic engineering in the field of biology. 


The policy of advancing genetic engineering which the great leader has pre- 
sented is an exceedingly wise policy which can bring about a new revolutionary 
conversion in the various sectors which focus upon living things-——-agriculture 
and animal husbandry, medicine and microbial industries, etc., through the 
active development and application of new technologies and methods for con- 
trolling the heredity of organisms. 


Genetic engineering may be defined as the technologies and methods for making 
organisms which possess new characteristics by removing the genetic material 
from within the cell, changing it in a test tube through physical and chemical 
methods, and then replacing it in the cell. 
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Genetic engineering is the pragmatic branch of molecular biology (that branch 
of biology which studies the actual state of life on the molecular level) 
which has arisen with a mandate to utilize all of the fruits of molecular 
biology, which has developed rapidly in recent years, in solving practical 
prob lems. 


In recent years truly tremendous results have been achieved in the field of 
molecular biology. 


In particular, molecular biology has made clear the genetic phenomenon's 
material character and its linking which transmits the form and qualities 
of preceding generations to future ones. 


Consequently, at this point in time, the genetic material with an extremely 
high molecular weight, included within the nucleus of the cell, has been 
verified as deoxyribonucleic acid [DNA] and it has also been made clear that 
the essence of the genes is stored in code form within the DNA molecule and 
the links which these accomplish are also becoming known precisely. 


Results like these give us the potential to control the genetic phenomenon 
precisely by physical and chemical methods in directions which we ourselves 
may wish. 


That is, it [genetic engineering] enables us to remove the DNA from an organism, 
change the genes which it holds within its molecule in a test tube, and fix 

it up anew; then put the changed genetic material again in an organisn, 
enabling it to manifest various new forms and characteristics. 


Genetic engineering, just by going on further and developing the technologies 
and methods of all these processes, will meet the important goal of producing 
new organisms possessing characteristics even more useful than by these 
methods; the research in this field generally began in early 1970. 


Of course, the hybridization method has been cpplied as a method of fixing 
up useful genes in new forms and producing new organisms since long ago. 


However, one cannot focus on just the target genes by this method. The 
reason is that numerous genes are together in one bundle within the cell 
and behave accordingly. Consequently, in order to obtain new organisms 
by this hybridization method long hours and considerable effort must be 
expended. 


But, following a fixed plan in genetic engineering, we will be able to 

remove the DNA which is the genetic material from an organism and, by a method 
which causes change in a test tube, remove some of the non-useful genes, or 

by a method of adding new, useful genes and then placing the changed genetic 
material in a cell, we will be able to control the genetic phenomenon 
completely in accordance with the will of man chemically and technologically. 


The basic agents employed in genetic engineering are the enzymes (subtraction 
enzyme and ligase), which perform the functions of removing or attaching 
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certain target genes in the DNA molecule, which is the genetic material, and 
gene-carriers which transport the appropriate genes within the cell. 


The basic agents such as these which are employed in genetic engineering 
currently are largely derived from microbes. 


The methods of removing the genetic material from organisms and adding various 
fragments to them are all basic biochemical methods. 


Genetic engineering is not only broadening our knowledge concerning the 
structure and composition of genes and their functions and broadening our 
understanding of life, but also it is opening up new prospects in practical 
fields such as easily manufacturing various valuable materials economically, 
producing new organisms, and curing genetic diseases, etc. 


Genetic engineering is giving us the potential to produce large quantities of 
various valuable materials, such as hormones, industrially. 


The hormone insulin, which is widely used in the clinical sector, up until 
now is being obtained for use with difficulty by a method of extraction from 
the panmcreases of domestic animals. However, coming to today, by transfering 
the insulin gene, which had been only in domestic animals, to a microbe by 
genetic engineering means, we have produced a new insulin-producing microbe. 
Consequently, the prospect for obtaining large quantities of insulin easily 
by means of culturing these microbes in a factory has been begun solidly. 


In addition to this, genetic engineering is also succeeding in placing the 
genes which control the biosynthesis of various enzymes and amino acids, etc., 
in the cells of microbes. 


Genetic engineering also is attracting a great deal of attention in the 
agricultural sector in connection with raising the productivity of agricultural 
products and it is being predicted that very interesting problems will be 
solved. 


Of course, genetic engineering has been unable to touch higher level life 
forms so far, but in the not too distant future artificially producing new 
organisms such as plants which use the nitrogen which is in the air and grow 
even though nitrogen fertilizer is not given them is unfolding. 


Moreover, in the public health sector, genetic engineering is providing the 
potential for completely curing genetic diseases which were incurable. 


In truth, genetic engineering, which is opening up new fields of biology and 
taking an important position, is an extremely important field of science and 
technology which will be able to lay a firm material foundation for communisn, 
which is mankind's highest ideal, and to contribute positively, raising living 
standards and promoting the public welfare. 
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Under the wise leadership of the respected and beloved leader and our glorious 
party scientific research into genetic engineering has already begun in our 
country, certain results ave being achieved, and sufficient conditions and 
possibilities have been arranged to promote genetic engineering and are showing 
bright prospects.

scientists to open up new scientific fields and advance promising research with a 
view to the future, so as to utilize the newest scientific techniques in the peo- 


ple's economy. 





The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught us as follows: “We must make an effort 
to advance cell engineering, genetic engineering; ultra-high pressure physics and 
ultra-low temperature physics, develop new energy sources including atomic and solar 
energy, and deeply study lasers and plasma in order to apply them to the people's 
economy." 


In his report to the sixth party congress, the great leader has given the progran- 
matic task of advancing cell engineering. 


The advancement of cell engineering, a revolutionary field in biology, is one of 

the important issues in successfully carrying out the basic task of the socialistic 
people's economy in the 1980's in order to further consolidate our nation's achieve- 
ments, strongly provide material as well as technological basis suitable to com 
pletely victorious socialistic society and to raise the people's material and cul- 
tural living standard to an epoch-making high level. 


As man's creative activities are being positively advanced to renovate and restruc- 
ture nature and society, many results are achieved in the field of biology and 4 
bright prospect is developing. Amazing advancement is being made especially in the 
field of plant and animal breeding, developing improved seeds with higher yield and 
superior characteristics and raising new breed of domesticated animals. 


If we are to grow better types of living things to meet the people's requirements 
and wishes, then we must improve the structure of genetic materials, the genes 
which pass on hereditary traits from the first generation to the next. 


The conventional method fo selective breeding being employed to this date always 
involved dealing with the whole living organism. Numerous measures were applied 
to alter the genes. Selection was then made to pick out those desirable units that 
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were suitably altered in their genetic etructure, and efforts were made to preserve 
the characteristics thus developed. Thus, this method requires numerous Living 

units to be cultivated over many years, which forced the developmental work to be 
very eatens!vo, with a great deal of time and efforte involved. This was consider- 
ed unavoic.oie because breeding depended on natural reproductive process. The . 
breeding method was used because the process of altering the genes and the passing 

of the altered genes could take place only when two repreductive celle were united. 

In other words, breeding is possible by the whole organiem but che fundamental change 
in the gene could come about only through reproductive cells. 


However, today the amazing progress of modern biology has revealed that the usique 
genetic materials are not just present in che reproductive celle but found in all 
the cells of the organism. Thus, it has been proven that improved strains may be 
Obtained through proper artificial fusion of not only reproductive cells but also 
other body cells in general. 


In other words, when body cells are separated and treated by various means to remove 
their cell walls and other obstacles, celis from different plants were combined as if 
they were reproductive cells, allowing genetic changes and entry of genes of a dif- 
ferent cell into the treated cell. 


At the same time, a technique has been developed to grow a single cell into a full 
grown body. For example a cell from a radish or other plants or their pollen has 
been successfully grown into full plant. 


These acheivements marked an epoch-making turning point in biological research and 
seed growing techniques. 


Thus, today the focal point of the research is directed to the cells from the body 
of living organisms and the stage of seed culture is set not only at the farmland 
and nurseries but also in the test tube in laboratories. 


Enough cells are handled for the specific purpose of developing new strains of 
plants ind animals and comparatively cheap methods and measures are being explored. 


Since the techniques of cell engineering were applied to manipulate cells to pro- 
duce a new living organisa by changing genetic characteristics, cases of cross- 
breeding between different species and genuses are not few. 


It has become possible to cultivate new plants, non-existant in nature, through 
cross-breeding of tomato and red radish, tomato and potato and cabbage and Chinese 
cabbage. 


Also, using cell engineering techniques, research is being intensified to introduce 
nitrogen-fixing bacteria like root-nodule bacteria, into the cells of higher vege- 
tables and the newly economical strain was successfully created by transplanting 
one kind of cell nucleus into another. 


In some produce, the same method was applied to create a new strain that lost the 
function of producing pollen while recaining all the other normal functions. 
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Using cell engineering techniques, experiments are being conducted of transplanting 
the chromosome from a cell of a plant to another cell and removing a needed part of 
the chromosome from a cell to be transplanted. In this way, there are not a few 
cases of success in which a wild plant's strong resistance against disease was 
transferred to weaker cultivated plants: typical examples being the tobacco plant 
resistant to the mosaic virus and wheat resistant to a “dark-ruet" disease. 


The development of cell engineering based on the research of modern biology will 
bring about a truly amazing advancement in man's effort to tame and harness nature, 
more effectively improve species of agricultural crops and domestic animals and 
lead to useful utilization of newly developed living organisms. At the same time, 
the advancement of cell engineering will greatly affect the development of biology 
including genetics. 


All our scientists must dedicate themselves to accepting in their hearts the great 
leader's programmatic instructions, firmly establish chuche in scientific research 
work, strongly intensify efforts for cell engineering research, and greatly con- 
tribute to achieve ahead of schedule the task shown by the brilliant ten great 
prospective targets of the 1980's.
